Cancer Experts 


Skeptical Over 


Research News

Some cancer experts in the 
United 
States 
are 
skeptical 
about an announcement by a 
British research team of “one of 
the biggest breakthroughs in 
cancer research in 20 years.” 
But they agree that it brings 
nearer the day when leukemia 
may be cured. 
The British scientists, work­ 
ing at Royal Beatson Hospital in 
Glasgow, Scotland, said Sunday 
that a virus that causes leuke­ 
mia in cats had been made to 
grow in human cell tissues. 
“Having this virus isolated 
means that finding a cure is 
now a matter of hard slogging,” 
Dr. Robert Williamson of Glas­ 
gow said, after announcing the 
“breakthrough.” 
But Dr. Leon Dmochowski of 
Houston, chairman of the de­ 
partment of virology at the Uni- 
j versity of Texas and an adviser 
to the Leukemia 
Society of 
America, said the Glasgow find­ 
in g was “hardly a great break­ 
through.” 
Dmochowski 
said, 
however, 
that it would “serve as a stinu- 
lus” to leukemia research. 
Al Davis, science editor of the 
American Cancer Society, said 
'the Britishers were “exaggerat­ 
ing a little bit in terms of its 
real significance.” He said they

Highway Aide OK's 
Wheel Deal Of G M 


WASHINGTON <AP^ - The 
federal highway administrator’s 
acceptance of General Motors’ 
offer 
to 
replace 
three-piece 
wheels on Chevrolet light trucks 
with campers or special bodies 
was “proper” and “the one with 
the most favorable immediate 
impact on safety,” Secretary of 
Transportation John Volpe de­ 
clared Monday. 
Volpe defended Federal High­ 
way Administrator Francis C. 
Turner’s action in a letter to 
Ralph Nader, who accused Tur­ 
ner of politically overruling the 
scientific findings of the Nation­ 
al Highway Safety Bureau. 


GM’s decision to replace the 
three - piece wheels on 50,000 
three-quarter-ton trucks came 
after about 400 failures were 
reported. Nader contended that 
the three-piece wheels are in­ 
herently 
defective, 
and 
that 
they should have been replaced 
on all 200,000 Chevrolet trucks, 
model years 1960-65. 
Of the wheel failures investi­ 
gated, Volpe said, all but two 
were 
on 
trucks 
that 
were 
equipped with campers or spe­ 
cial 
bodies. 
And 
those 
two 
trucks were subjected to abnor­ 
mally heavy loads of construc­ 
tion blocks and steel, he said. 
“Staff investigations must be 
continued to determine whether 
there is some significant degree 
of failure in 
vehicles not so 
equipped 
with

bodies,” he added. 
“Some of the engineers in the 


National

Bureau, to 
whose documents you refer and 
whose professional competence

In making known that any timetable exists 
for American troop withdrawal, however, Presi­ 
dent Nixon seems to be undercutting his own ar­ 
gument. Many observers have felt all along that 
Hanoi has been simply waiting out the United 
States and Nixon in his speech admitted that 
about the only progress made at the Paris peace 
talks has been agreement on the shape of the 
table. 
Assuming, as we must, that the president 
spoke straight from the shoulder in his state­ 
ments about a schedule for orderly withdrawal 
of American forces in his plan to “Vietnamize” 
the war, the Communists have even more reas­ 
on not to negotiate. So the question on American 
troop withdrawal boils down to the single ques­ 
tion on how soon the South Vietnamese can take 
over the war. 
Possibly, that could come before the end of 
1970, meeting the request of most of the anti­ 
war demonstrators who will mass their forces 
again Nov. 13 and 15 for another round of pro­ 
test.

What isn’t clear in the president’s approach 
Is what he would do, if, after the United States 
withdraws, Hanoi then sends its legions into the 
South Vietnamese countryside. If Hanoi can 
wait four years, even reduce the level of infil­ 
tration to prompt United States withdrawals, 
what would prevent reactivation of the war after 
American troops are gone. 
Nixon has made provisions for an escala­ 
tion by North Vietnam if the U. S. still has forces 
in Vietnam. The president said that “if the level 
of enemy activity significantly increases wa 
might have to adjust our timetable accordingly.” 
And, he told Hanoi directly, “if I conclude that 
increased enemy action jeopardizes our remain­ 
ing forces in Vietnam, I shall not hesitate to 
take strong and effective measures.” 
Once American troops are out, however, it 
would be extremely difficult to order them back. 
But Hanoi would not feel the same pressures. 
So this is why the president must go slow­ 
ly. 
The United States looks forward to the 
day when all of its young men can be back home. 
But after four years and nearly 40,000 lives, 
the retreat must be covered by the strength of 
South Vietnam. Only then can the nation achieve 
an honorable exit. 
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SPOILING THE IMAGE 


Weird Colorations 
Model cities, an enlarged form of urban re­ 
newal, was sold to the public as a federal scheme 
to rebuild American cities. The program, how­ 
ever, has taken on some weird colorations which 
members of Congress undoubtedly never real­ 
ized they were legislating. 
The Department of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment has decided to use Model Cities as a 
launching pad for “social engineering” to re­ 
mold people’s thinking. In Wichita, Ran., for 
example, officials are planning to subject local 
residents to sensitivity training, a kind of mass 
brainwashing through self and group criticism, 
in order to rid them of their conservative hang­ 
ups.” 
Wichita also plans to subsidize the arts 
with federal funds. Model Cities plans justify 
the expenditure in this way: “In our time it may 
well be that Elvis Presley, Bob Dylan and the 
Beatles have been a prime catalyst of social 
change or that the film and television media 
are the real revolutionary forces in our world.” 
Wichita’s plans, unfortunately, are not an 
exception but all too typical of projected expen­ 
ditures of Model Cities funds. In other cities, 
black studies, sensitivity training and sex educa­ 
tion programs are in the works for high school 
students. HUD officials are urging Model Cities 
applicants to establish civilian review boards 
even though they have found disfavor with vot­ 
ers all over the country, including New’ York 
City. Sensitivity training for the police is also 
being programed under Model Cities. 
While HUD is 
pushing these programs, 
President Nixon indicates his coolness toward 
Model Cities. The administration recently an­ 
nounced a 40 per cent cutback in Model Cities 
for the current fiscal year. It is known that the 
President is disappointed in the inability of 
Model Cities recipients to get beyond the talking 
stage of their programs. 
Perhaps one reason v del Cities has failed 
lo far is that HUD is so busy dreaming up and 
encouraging projects which have nothing to do 
with either the rejuvenation of decayed metro­ 
politan areas or the intention of Congress when 
it enacted the program.

Sen. Bayh Questioned 
On Conflict' Ethics

If I were Sen. Birch Bayh of 
Indiana, I’d hate to confront 
myself in the mirror. 
Bayh has been leading the 
pack in denouncing President 
Nixon’s nomination of Judge 
Clement 
F. 
Haynsworth 
of 
South Carolina to fill the va­ 
cant seat on the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
One of Sen. Bayh’s charges 
is that Judge Haynsworth held 
a 
“substantial 
interest” 
in 
something known as the Green­ 
ville Community Hotel Corp. 
at a time in 1962 that the cor­ 
poration came before the court. 
Clark R. Mollenhoff, the White 
House Deputy Counsel to the 
President who acts as the Ad­ 
ministration’s official “muck- 
raker of the muckrakers,” has 
looked into this matter, and he 
comes up with a rather amusing 
but nonetheless crushing ac­ 
count of the whole business. It 
develops that the Judge had 
absolutely no interest in the 
Greenville Community 
Hotel 
Corp, in 1962. 
Contrary to what Sen. Bayh 
has alleged, the whole story of 
the Greenville case proves that 
Judge Haynsworth has a most 
meticulous concern for the pro­ 
prieties. 
On April 26, 1956. according 
to the Mollenhoff memorandum, 
the Judge did own one share of 
the Greenville Community Ho­ 
tel Corp. stock. It was worth 
all of $21, and it had been al­ 
lotted to him so that he could 
legally serve as a director of the 
corporation. However, this was 
before the Judge was on the 
court. In 1957, when he went 
on the bench, he relinquished 
his directorship. But on Jan. I, 
1958. he received a belated 
check for fifteen cents as his 
1957 dividend.

Thinking the $21 share of 
stock had automatically revert­ 
ed to the hotel corporation af­

Judge 
Haynsworth returned the fif­ 
teen-cent check to Al ester G. 
Furman Jr., who had transfer­ 
red the single share of stock to 
him two years earlier. Furman 
told the Judge the fifteen cents 
had been earned on the stock 
before the turn of the year. The

Haynswort , who carefully list­ 
ed it on his income tax return. 
As for the single share of 
stock, he returned it to the ho­ 
tel corporation. It was subse­ 
quently sold for the original 
price of $21 on Aug. I, 1959 — 
which was some three years be­ 
fore litigation regarding the 
Greenville Hotel Corp. came

In regard to Sen. Bayh'* 
claim that Haynsworth had in­ 
dulged in an “impropriety” in

LANSING (AP) — A conser­ 
vative House Republican said 
today he supports a bill pushed 
by Democrats to raise property 
tax exemptions for the elderly. 
But Rep. John P. Smeakens, 
R-Sherwood. said the proposals 
now before the House.axe -too 
timid,” because 65 is in the min­ 
imum qualifying age.

The bill would increase the

“I must express my reserva­ 
tions in the inclusion of larceny 
of any kind in the language of 
the bill,” he said. 
Milliken said the felony rule 
provides that any murder com­ 
mitted as a part of certain 
crimes shall be prosecuted as 
first - degree murder, punishable 
by life imprisonment Extortion 
and kidnaping .should be in that 
category, Milliken added. 
“ Larceny, however, is gen­ 
erally a less serious offense,” 
he said, “and, therefore, I would 
urge prosecuting attorneys and 
police agencies to exercise ex­ 
treme care and utmost discre­ 
tion in the application of the lar­ 
ceny provision of this act.” 
Another law signed today will 
provide for the appointment of 
a court administrator for any 
circuit court of 20 or m o r e 
judges. The administrator would 
be appointed by the governor on 
the recommendation of th # 
judges of the circuit.
